UN adopts global treaty 
on weapons trade 




Aruba signs historic 30 million 
Aruban florin annual deal 
at The Hague 



UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
The UN General Assembly 
yesterday passed the first 
treaty regulating the global 
conventional weapons trade 
in an attempt to bring trans¬ 
parency and protection of 
human rights to the often 
murky industry. 

Only Syria, North Korea 
and Iran — which had 
blocked the treaty last week - 
- voted against. However, 
two of the world's most pro¬ 
lific arms traders, Russia and 
China, and major weapons 
buyers Egypt and India, were 
among the 23 countries ab¬ 


staining. 

The first major arms ac¬ 
cord since the 1996 Compre¬ 
hensive Nuclear Test Ban 
Treaty covers the estimated 
$80-billion-a-year trade in 
tanks, armored combat vehi¬ 
cles, large-caliber artillery, 
combat aircraft, attack heli¬ 
copters, warships, missiles 
and missile launchers, as well 
as small arms. 

The treaty has no auto¬ 
matic enforcement. However, 
it seeks to push the weapons 
industry to take human rights 
into account.

ORANJESTAD - Thirty 
million Aruban florins is the 
advantage that Aruba now 
has with the signing of a his¬ 
torical agreement last Thurs¬ 
day with the Dutch go¬ 
vernment. This agreement 
makes it possible for Aruba 
to re-finance its debt on the 
capital international market. 
And, to do so at the very 
same low interest that Hol¬ 
land receives. Aruba is cur¬ 
rently paying an interest rate 
of about 4.6%. Thanks to this 
new agreement, this interest 
may drop by about 2%. This 
means a reduction of about 
30 million Aruban florins of 
what Aruba is currently pa¬ 
ying in interest. This 
obviously is a sign of the con¬ 
fidence that the Dutch gov¬ 
ernment has in Aruba's 
financial management. 

The agreement was signed 
in The Hague by Aruba's 
Prime Minister Eman and 
Minister of Finance Mike de 
Meza, and for Holland by 
Minister Ronald Plasterk of 
Internal and Dutch Relations 
Affairs, and Jeroen Dijssel- 
bloem of Finances. 

The essential aspect of the 
agreement is that Holland 
will register for the public of¬ 
fers of bonds for Aruba. This, 
obviously at the low interest 
available to Holland on the 
international capital markets. 

The agreement does not 
commit Aruba to any extra or 
special conditions. Aruba will 
be required to comply with 
the very same conditions al¬ 
ready in place when Aruba 
solicits capital on the interna¬ 
tional market on her own. In 
the event Aruba is unable to 
comply with these condi¬ 
tions, at that point Holland 
will simply reserve the right 
to refrain from registering 

Aruba for these bonds.as 

stated in this agreement. 

This agreement offers 
Aruba the opportunity to re¬ 
duce her budget deficit much 


sooner. 

The government is com¬ 
mitted to reducing the deficit 
by 2016/2017 and to have a 
balanced and sustainable 
budget by then. 


According to Mike Eman, 
this agreement is another 
demonstration of the equality 
and mutual confidence which 
exists between Holland and 
Aruba.

Pierre van Hooijdonk, now 
retired, played most of his ca¬ 
reer as a striker. He had spells 
with clubs across Europe 
where he was a prolific goal 
scorer. Van Hooijdonk was 
capped 46 times for the Dutch 
national team, scoring 21 
goals, and played in the 1998 
FIFA World Cup, Euro 2000 
and Euro 2004. He was noted 
for his spectacular free kicks. 

Aron Winter, originally 
from Suriname, midfielder and 
former head coach of Toronto 
FC. He has played for Ajax 
and Sparta Rotterdam in the 
Netherlands, for Italian sides 
Lazio and Internazionale, as 
well as the Dutch National 
Team, including the time they 
won the 1988 European Cham¬ 
pionships. He played for them 
in the Euro 96, scored a goal 
against Brazil in the 1994 
FIFA World Cup quarterfinals, 
and was selected for the team 
for the 1998 FIFA World Cup. 
Having represented his na¬ 
tional team 84 times, scoring 
six goals, Winter is currently 
the eighth most capped player 
for the Dutch national team. 

Regi Blinker is a retired left 
winger, also originally from 
Suriname. He won three caps 
for the Dutch national team 
while at Feyenoord, making 
his debut in March of 1993 in 
a 6-0 home win against San 
Marino for the 1994 FIFA 
World Cup qualifiers. 

The three players report 
they are very pleased to lend 
their talents and experience to 
the clinic for young island ath¬ 
letes, and look forward to ob¬ 
serving some talented young 
players. They are certain they 
will benefit from their pointers 
during the sessions. The clinic 
is sponsored by the local Sub¬ 
way sandwich franchise, repre¬ 
sented by Tai Foo Lee, who 
expressed Subway’s staunch 
support of healthy, active 
events for Aruban youth.

SABANETA (AFP) - Vene¬ 
zuela's presidential campaign 
to replace Hugo Chavez for¬ 
mally kicked off yesterday, 
with his chosen successor, act¬ 
ing President Nicolas Maduro, 
vowing to honor his socialist 
legacy at the late leader's child¬ 
hood home. 

As Maduro visited Chavez's 
hometown of Sabaneta in the 
west, opposition leader Hen- 
rique Capriles was heading to 
the opposite side of the country 
in the eastern state of Monagas 
for the short campaign ahead 
of the April 14 vote. 

Both candidates have 
vowed to canvass all 23 states 
over 10 days in what is shaping 
up as an intense and emotio¬ 
nally-charged election to re¬ 
place the man who led the 
oil-rich nation for 14 years. 

The rivals have traded 
barbs for weeks since Chavez 
lost his two-year battle with 
cancer on March 5 and left a 
nation divided between sup¬ 


porters of his self-styled so¬ 
cialist revolution and detrac¬ 
tors who accused him of 
strong-arm tactics. 

Maduro, a 50-year-old for¬ 
mer foreign minister and vice 
president, was accompanied by 
hundreds of supporters, go¬ 
vernment officials and Chavez 
relatives as he visited the fallen 
president's family home, now 
a local headquarters of the rul¬ 
ing PSUV socialist party. 

Maduro has a double-digit 
lead over Capriles in opinion 
polls, thanks in part to a wave 
of sympathy over the death of 
Chavez, who was immensely 
popular among supporters of 
his oil-funded social programs. 

Chavez brought free health 
care and subsidized food pro¬ 
grams to poor areas while re¬ 
ducing poverty in the Andean 
nation. But the opposition 
points out that Venezuela suf¬ 
fers from a high murder rate, 
soaring inflation and shortages 
of basic goods. 


Capriles, the 40-year-old 
governor of Miranda state, 
gave Chavez his biggest elec¬ 
toral challenge in October elec¬ 
tions, although he still lost by 
11 points. The opposition was 
further weakened after a big 
defeat in regional elections in 
December that left it with only 
three of 23 gubernatorial seats. 

Even in death, Chavez is 
casting a huge shadow over 
Venezuela, with a myth build¬ 
ing around his larger-than-life 
personality. This could benefit 
Maduro, who constantly lio¬ 
nizes his mentor. 

Maduro has compared Cha¬ 
vez to South American inde¬ 
pendence hero Simon Bolivar, 
referring to him as a "prophet," 
a "giant of the fatherland" and 
the "supreme commander." 

The National Electoral 
Council, which the opposition 
accuses of being biased to¬ 
wards Chavismo, called for a 
peaceful campaign in the polit¬ 
ically polarized nation.

Countries abiding by the treaty 
would establish national con¬ 
trols on arms exports. They'd 
also have to be sure that 
weapons being exported would 
not be used in genocide, war 
crimes, or by terrorists or or¬ 
ganized crime. 

"The world has been wait¬ 
ing a long time for this historic 
treaty," Brian Wood, head of 
arms control and human rights 
at Amnesty International, said. 

The UN assembly voted by 
an overwhelming 154-3 mar¬ 
gin for the resolution. Indivi¬ 
dual nations can start ratifying 
from June and once the 50th 
country ratifies — a process 
that could last between one and 
two years — the treaty takes ef¬ 
fect. 

The United States wel¬ 
comed the vote, saying the UN 
treaty would help stem wea¬ 
pons shipments fueling war 
crimes. Secretary of State John 
Kerry called the measure 
"strong, effective and imple- 
mentable." 

In Britain, Prime Minister 
David Cameron called it a 
"landmark agreement that will 
save lives and ease the im¬ 
mense human suffering caused 
by armed conflict around the 
world." 

The treaty will "reduce the 
number of illegal arms and 
make it harder for these to 
reach the hands of criminals 
and terrorists," he said. 

However, Chinese ambas¬ 
sador Li Baodong said "China 
is not in favor of pushing a 
multilateral treaty through the 
General Assembly.... It is a 
negative precedent, we should 
negotiate by consensus." 

And among those few cas¬ 
ting no votes, North Korea's 
UN representative Ri Tong-11 
called the treaty "unbalanced." 
He said it did nothing to curb 
exports, while failing to stop 
"the diversion to non-state ac¬ 
tors, which is another source of 


profit for exporters." 

There was criticism from 
the Conflict Awareness Pro¬ 
ject, a non-governmental re¬ 
search organization, which 
said the treaty left a huge loop¬ 
hole for the middlemen in 
arms dealing networks. 

"Since the broker is the cen¬ 
tral actor using the cover of le¬ 
gitimate business to divert 
weapons into the illicit trade, 
of all actors, this is the one re¬ 
quiring the strictest regula¬ 
tion," CAP's executive director 
Kathi Lynn Austin said. 

"States that are serious 
about impeding illicit arms 
trafficking and protecting the 
legitimate trade in arms should 
implement a mandatory licens¬ 
ing and registration regime for 
all arms brokers," she said. 
"Until then, these middlemen 
remain comfortably assured of 
conducting their lethal busi¬ 
ness as usual." 

But there was especially 
strong support during 10 days 
of arduous negotiations at the 
United Nations from African 
and Latin American states that 
for decades have been among 
the prime markets for weapons 
exports. 

The United States — the 
world's biggest arms dealer, 
with 30 percent of the market - 
- was another big backer, al¬ 
though ratification by Con¬ 
gress is not assured. 

Russia says it has not de¬ 
cided whether or not to ratify 
the text. It says there are 
"omissions" in the treaty and 
"doubtful" provisions, such as 
the failure to control arms 
transfers to non-state groups. 

Russia said it is worried 
about weapons getting into the 
hands of Chechen rebels, al¬ 
though for two decades the 
main sources of new weaponry 
in the tiny Caucasian province 
have included corrupt Russian 
suppliers and even military 
personnel.

NRA-backed group 
favors armed guards 
In US schools 



NRA executive vice-president

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Put¬ 
ting trained armed guards in 
US schools would help under¬ 
pin the safety of their students, 
a task force launched by the 
National Rifle Association 
(NRA) after the Newtown 
massacre said Tuesday. 

Releasing a 225-page re¬ 
port in Washington, the Na¬ 
tional School Shield program 
echoed the NRA’s position that 
more guns in the right hands, 
rather than tougher gun laws, 
is the best recipe for con¬ 
fronting gun violence. 

’’The specific finding is that 
the presence of an armed secu¬ 
rity personnel in a school adds a 
layer of security and diminishes 
response time that is beneficial 
to overall security," said task 
force chief Asa Hutchinson. 

The NRA launched the Na¬ 
tional School Shield initiative 
in the wake of the December 
14 killing of 20 first-graders 
and six educators at Sandy 


Hook Elementary School in 
affluent Newtown, Connecti¬ 
cut. 

The gunman, Adam 
Lanza, 20, who had earlier 
shot and killed his own 
mother, cut down his victims 
with a semi-automatic assault 
rifle in a matter of minutes 
before turning a handgun on 
himself, investigators say. 

Last Thursday, President 
Barack Obama made an im¬ 
passioned plea for gun re¬ 
form, infuriated by the notion 
that fading memories of the 
Newtown massacre three 
months ago were undercut¬ 
ting a push for new laws. 

"What we’re proposing is 
not radical, it’s not taking away 
anybody’s gun rights," said 
Obama, whose proposal for 
thorough background checks 
on all firearm purchases is run¬ 
ning into stiff headwinds on 
Capitol Hill. 

Tuesday’s report from the 
National School Shield task 
force including eight recom¬ 
mendations ranging from bet¬ 
ter door locks to a 40- to 
60-hour training program for 
armed school guard volun¬ 
teers. 

It also proposed that legis¬ 
lators in the 50 American 
states amend existing laws in 
order to allow school person¬ 
nel to carry firearms. 

The NRA lobbies vigor¬ 
ously against any gun control 
initiative, in a country with 
more than 30,000 gun-related 
fatalities a year and a Consti¬ 
tution that guarantees all citi¬ 
zens the right "to keep and 
bear arms." 
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Dutch court overturns paedophile 
association ban 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - Dutch 
paedophile group Martijn, 
which argues for society’s ac¬ 
ceptance of consensual sex be¬ 
tween children and adults, 
cannot be banned, an appeals 
court said on Tuesday, over¬ 
turning a 2012 ruling. 

"According to the court of 
appeal, the work of the associ¬ 
ation is contradictory to public 
order but there is no threat of 
disrupting society," the Am- 
hem-Leeuwarden court in the 
north of the country said. 

The decision came after the 
head of the association, Martijn 
Uittenbogaard, appealed a June 
ruling by a court in nearby 
Assen banning the group, 
which has around 60 members. 

Founded in 1982, the asso¬ 
ciation lobbies for the accept¬ 


ance of paedophilia but says it 
is fiercely opposed to any form 
of sexual abuse. 

The appeals court ruled that 
the fact that some members 
had previous convictions for 
sexual abuse was not the asso¬ 
ciation’s responsibility and it 
had never committed a crimi¬ 
nal act. 

Words and images on the as¬ 
sociation's website are legal 
and do not advise people to 
have sex with children, the 
court said. 

Nevertheless, the associa¬ 
tion is against some principles 
of Dutch law as it "makes 
banal the dangers of sexual 
contact with young children, 
speaks well of such contact, 
even glorifies it", the court 
said. 


But this would not lead to a 
"disruption" of society, a re¬ 
quired condition for an associ¬ 
ation to be banned, as society 
is "sufficiently capable of de¬ 
fending itself against undesir¬ 
able utterances or 
reprehensible (but not punish¬ 
able) behaviour", it said. 

Following the ruling, the 
head of the association 
tweeted: "Luckily there are still 
some wise judges." 

A court in Leeuwarden in 
2011 declined to pursue crimi¬ 
nal proceedings against the as¬ 
sociation, despite the malaise 
the group caused even in the 
liberal-minded Netherlands. 

The group's former head Ad 
van den Berg was sentenced to 
three years in jail in 2011 for 
possession of child pornography. 


Shock over second death on hit 
French reality TV show 


PARIS (AFP) - The suicide of 
a doctor on a hit French reality 
TV show sparked shock on 
Tuesday, with some blaming 
media pressure for his death 
while others urged restrictions 
on reality programmes. 

Thierry Costa, a physician 
on "Koh Lanta" — the French 
version of "Survivor" — killed 
himself Monday in Cambodia 
just over a week after a candi¬ 
date died on set, citing "unfair 
accusations" against him in the 
media. 

"I hope the witnesses and 
websites that published these 
horrors about the Koh Lanta 
doctor had a bad night," 
@Sarah_IC said on Twitter, 
one of many who blamed sites 
and social networks for spread¬ 
ing misinformation about the 
candidate's death. 

The contestant — 25-year-old 
Gerald Babin — died of a heart 
attack on the first day of film¬ 
ing the adventure show on the 
tropical island of Koh Rong on 
March 22, prompting French 
broadcaster TF1 to axe the 
show's 2013 season, its 16th. 

His death — the first during 
any French reality TV pro¬ 
gramme — sparked questions 
about the way the show was run. 

One widely used anonymous 
witness statement published on 
popular website Arret sur Im¬ 


ages questioned Costa's han¬ 
dling of the candidate's death, 
accusing him and the produc¬ 
tion team of prioritising the 
show over the victim. 

The two deaths have also 
sparked a wider debate in 
France over reality TV shows, 
which are hugely popular. 

In a Tuesday interview in Le 
Parisien newspaper, Jeremie 
Assous — the lawyer for 
Babin's family — hit out at what 
he said were "many labour code 
breaches but also breaches in 
hygiene and security rules" in 
TV reality shows. 


He questioned why there 
was just one doctor for 150 can¬ 
didates and production team 
members working on "Koh 
Lanta". 

Meanwhile Francoise 
Laborde — a journalist and 
member of state media regula¬ 
tor Conseil Superieur de l'Au- 
diovisuel — suggested that 
reality shows needed to be bet¬ 
ter monitored. 

Several candidates in France 
have in the past committed or 
attempted to commit suicide 
after their reality TV show 
ended.

Six European countries 
move against Google over 


privacy 

PARIS (AFP) - Six European 
countries, including France and 
Britain, on Tuesday launched 
joint action against Google to 
get the US Internet giant to 
scale back on new monitoring 
powers that watchdogs believe 
violate EU privacy protection 
rules. 

Despite sharp criticism from 
US and European consumer ad¬ 
vocacy groups, Google last year 
rolled out a common user pri¬ 
vacy policy for its services that 
condensed around 60 previous 
sets of rules into one and al¬ 
lowed the company to track 
users more closely to develop 
targeted advertising. 

Among the Google services 
affected were Gmail, YouTube, 
the Android mobile system, so¬ 
cial networks and its ubiquitous 
Internet search engine. 

France’s Cnil data protection 


Google 

agency said in a statement that 
the concerted action — which 
was also carried out by author¬ 
ities in Germany, Italy, the 
Netherlands and Spain — was 
launched ”on the basis of the 
provisions laid down in their 
respective national legislation" 
to force Google to bring its pri¬ 
vacy policy in line with Euro¬ 
pean regulations. 

The action came after the 
European Union's 27 member 
states warned Google in Octo¬ 
ber not to apply the new policy, 
and gave it four months to 
make changes or face legal ac¬ 
tion. 

When that deadline expired 
in February, several European 
data protection agencies set up 
a task force to pursue coordi¬ 
nated action against the US 
giant. 

Cnil said it had seen no 


changes to Google's privacy 
policy since the company's rep¬ 
resentatives met on March 19 
with the task force, which in¬ 
cluded agencies from Britain, 
France, Germany, Italy, the 
Netherlands and Spain. 

Cnil also said it had notified 
Google that it had launched an 
inspection procedure. 

Critics argue that the new 
policy gives the operator of the 
world's largest search engine an 
unprecedented ability to moni¬ 
tor its users. 

EU Justice Commissioner 
Viviane Reding welcomed the 
European move. 

Still, the news took little toll 
on Google's shares, which in 
mid-day New York trading 
were 1.12 percent higher at 
$810.15, while the Nasdaq 
index of technology shares was 
up by 1.04 percent overall. 
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US visa day sparks new 
debate on teen workers 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - As 
the US government opened up 
visa applications Monday for 
highly skilled immigrants, de¬ 
bate flared anew on the tech 
sector's demands to be able to 
hire more foreign workers. 

The US tech sector has long 
complained of a shortage of 
workers with specialized skills, 
but the debate is further compli¬ 
cated this year by fresh atten¬ 
tion to a broader immigration 
law aimed at bringing millions 
of undocumented migrants out 
of the shadows. 

In what has become an an¬ 
nual rite for the tech sector, the 
US government opened appli¬ 
cations for 65,000 spots for 
highly skilled workers under 
the so-called H-1B visa pro¬ 
gram. 

US Citizenship and Immi¬ 
gration Services said it expects 
to receive more requests than 
available visas by April 5, and 
if so will set up a lottery. 

Microsoft general counsel 
Brad Smith said the squeeze has 
led to "increased anxiety" at 
many companies since the visas 
for the next fiscal year are likely 
to be filled in the first week. 


Smith said in a blog post that 
the situation highlights a short¬ 
age in "STEM talent" — people 
with degrees in science, tech¬ 
nology, engineering and math¬ 
ematics. 

Sentiment on the issue is far 
from universal. Some critics 
claim the visa program tamps 
down US wages, while others 
say the system is abused by 
companies that outsource jobs 
to countries like India. 

According to the Institute of 
Electrical & Electronics Engi¬ 
neers, the top 10 users of H-1B 
visas in the past fiscal year 
were companies specializing in 
shipping American jobs off¬ 
shore. 

Vin O'Neill, a spokesman for 
the IEEE-USA, said there is a 
long history of companies 
using the H-1B visas for short¬ 
term jobs, only to later transfer 
those functions elsewhere, 
often to India's booming tech 
sector. 

O'Neill said using H-1B visas 
depresses wages because the 
workers are at the mercy of the 
employer, unable to seek a new 
job unless they find a new spon¬ 
sor.

Aruba consumer confidence 
survey for March 2013 


Dutch shoot down EU 
budget rise proposal 


ORANJESTAD - During the 
period of March 22, 2013 
through April 12, 2013 the 
Centrale Bank van Aruba 
(CBA) will conduct the Con¬ 
sumer Confidence Survey 
(CCS) for the first quarter. The 
CCS consists of 21 short mul¬ 
tiple choice questions relating 
to the Aruban population’s per¬ 
ception of and expectation on 
the state of the Aruban econ¬ 
omy and on its spending habit. 

The CCS provides the 
CBA with valuable informa¬ 
tion used for its macro-eco¬ 
nomic analyses and forecasts, 
and helps as well in determin¬ 
ing the sentiments of Aruban 
consumers, which furthers the 
CBA’s understanding of do¬ 
mestic economic develop¬ 
ments. The CCS may also aid 
policy makers when determin¬ 
ing economic and financial 
policies and actions. The re¬ 
sults of this period will be 
compared with the previous 
surveys to analyze the change 
in the population’s sentiments. 

During this period, a group 
of 5 interviewers, hired by the 
CBA, will survey a total of 400 
respondents in order to gather 


the important data. Interview¬ 
ers will be stationed at several 
strategic locations on the is¬ 
land, such as the civil registry 
office and the post office, car¬ 
rying an identification badge 
and a notification letter as 
proof that they are working on 
behalf of the CBA. Due to the 
simplicity of the questions 
(e.g., would you say that you 
(and your household) are better 
off or worse off financially than 
you were 6 months ago?), the 
interview should not take more 
than 10 minutes to complete. 

Given the importance of the 
CCS for Aruba, the CBA calls 
upon the Aruban public to fully 
cooperate with this survey. The 
interviewed persons can be as¬ 
sured that the CBA will treat 
the information gathered in 
this survey with the highest 
level of confidentiality, and the 
results will be published in an 
aggregated form only. For fur¬ 
ther information please contact 
Ms. Elmelynn Croes (tel.

Cyprus 
finance 
minister quits 
as capital 
controls eased 


NICOSIA (AFP) - Finance 
Minister Michalis Sarris re¬ 
signed yesterday, hours after a 
probe was launched into how 
Cyprus was pushed to the 
verge of bankruptcy before 
having to agree a crippling eu¬ 
rozone bailout. 

Sarris said he was stepping 
down as he would need to co¬ 
operate with judges investi¬ 
gating the failure of Laiki 
Bank, of which he was chair¬ 
man for much of last year. The 
bank’s collapse was a major 
contributor to the island's near 
financial meltdown. 

President Nicos Anastasi- 
ades accepted the resignation 
with "sadness" and lauded his 
"high political ethos" for 
stepping down to facilitate 
the probe. He named current 
labour minister,economist 
Haris Georgiades, to replace 
Sarris, a spokesman said. 

Zeta Emilianidou, perma¬ 
nent secretary at the com¬ 
merce ministry, becomes the 
first woman in the cabinet, 
taking over from Georgiades. 

Meanwhile, the govern¬ 
ment wrapped up talks with 
international lenders that will 
open the way for Cyprus to re¬ 
ceive a 10-billion-euro 
bailout, Stylianides said.

Netherlands yesterday rejected 
a European Union request for 
an extra 11.2 billion euros 
from member states, with Fi¬ 
nance Minister Jeroen Dijssel- 
bloem saying the money 
should be found elsewhere. 

"I cannot agree with the 
supplementary budget," Dijs¬ 
selbloem said in a letter to the 
Dutch parliament, referring to 
the European Commission's 
request last week for more 
money in its 2013 budget to 
cover bills left unpaid from last 
year. 

Britain has already said the 
request was "unacceptable" at 
a time when states are strug¬ 
gling to reduce their deficits. 

"The situation would be 
better served by looking for 
possible savings elsewhere in 
the budget," said Dijsselbloem, 
who also chairs the Eurogroup 
of finance ministers. 

Britain noted that the 
amount sought is greater than 
the entire eurozone contribu¬ 
tion to the Cyprus bailout. 

British MP and Treasury 
Minister Greg Clark last week 
called it an "extraordinary" re¬ 
quest "at a time when most EU 


member states are taking diffi¬ 
cult decisions to reduce public 
spending." 

Dijsselbloem's reaction was 
equally strong: "I note that the 
Commission in its suggestion 
made no effort whatsoever to 
find space for savings else¬ 
where in the budget." 

The Dutch finance ministry 
said the Netherlands con¬ 
tributes around 5.0 percent of 
the EU budget, meaning it 
would have to pay 550 million 
euros ($706 million) towards 
the increase. 

The Netherlands has repea¬ 
tedly had to make cuts in re¬ 
cent months to bring its deficit 
back to below an EU limit of 
3.0 percent of national output. 

Dijsselbloem also ques¬ 
tioned the timing of the EC's 
call. 

"It's unclear how the Com¬ 
mission can already say with 
certainty how much exactly is 
needed in 2013," he said. 

Dijsselbloem said the 
Netherlands would discuss the 
Commission's call "with like- 
minded states" and would look 
at forming a bloc to reject the 
proposal "until a satisfactory 
solution could be found."

FIFA pick Goal- 
Control for 
Confederations 
Cup 


PARIS (AFP) - Football's 
world governing body on 
Tuesday said that German 
company GoalControl will 
provide the goal-line tech¬ 
nology at this year's Con¬ 
federations Cup in Brazil. 

The firm's GoalControl- 
4D system, which uses 14 
high-speed cameras 
placed around the pitch to 
track the ball, was chosen 
ahead of three other bids 
after a tendering process, 
presentation and inspec¬ 
tions in Brazil, FIFA said in 
a statement. 

The June 15-30 tourna¬ 
ment will be the second 
FIFA-accredited competi¬ 
tion in which the technol¬ 
ogy will be used to 
determine disputed goal¬ 
line incidents, after its use 
in last year's Club World 
Cup in Japan. 

GoalControl is in the 
running to provide goal¬ 
line technology for next 
year's World Cup in Brazil 
"provided that the per¬ 
formance of the system 
during this year's Festival 
of Champions meets all 
necessary FIFA require¬ 
ments", the federation 
said. 

Use of the technology is 
still subject to final tests 
at each stadium hosting 
matches while match offi¬ 
cials will also carry out 
their own checks, in line 
with procedures carried 
out at the Club World Cup.

NHL: Jagr to add cutting 
edge to Bruins after swap 
deal 



BOSTON (AFP) - Five-time 
National Hockey League scor¬ 
ing champion Jaromir Jagr, 
who helped the Czech Repub¬ 
lic win 1998 Olympic gold, 
was traded by the Dallas Stars 
to the Boston Bruins on Tues¬ 
day. 

The 41-year-old right wing, 
the top scorer among active 
NHL players, signed with Dal¬ 
las as a free agent in July after 
playing for Philadelphia last 
season and was moved on the 
eve of the NHL trade deadline 
for this season. 

Jagr led the Stars in scoring 
with 14 goals and 12 assists 
this season. He has 679 goals 
and 1,000 assists over 1,380 
career NHL games for Pitts¬ 
burgh, Washington, the New 
York Rangers, Philadelphia 
and Dallas. 

While the Stars are 12th in 
the Western Conference with a 
long uphill fight for a playoff 
spot, the Bruins are third in the 
Eastern Conference and Jagr 
will help in their pursuit of 


Montreal and Pittsburgh for 
the top playoff seed. 

Boston sent the Stars 
minor-league forward Lane 
MacDermid, teen prospect 
Cody Payne and a second- 
round pick in June’s NHL 
Draft in exchange for Jagr, 
who helped Pittsburgh win 
Stanley Cup championships in 
1991 and 1992. 

"Jaromir Jagr produced as a 
consistent scorer for our team 
all year," said Stars general 
manager Joe Nieuwendyk.
